done before untill 1674, My Lord, there was likewiſe Sir //il:;am Throckmorton and ſome 
others, that are Engliſhmen too, there are none of th:m, but what were firſt Proteſtants, 
but whenthey once renounced their Religion,no wonder they ſheuld renounce their Na- 
tion, and their Prince too. He was going beyond the Seas, (eve:a! Letters paſt berween 
them, and all to promote ard encomage and accompliſh this defign. My Lord, there is 
likewiſe a conſult of Jeſuits uſed too, where, in expreſs words they defigned to murthec 
the King, or contrived and adviſed upon it. | | | 

My Lord, there were four Iriſhmen (l open but the words of things) ſent to Windſor 
to murther the King : this Gentleman received and disburſed money avyut tais buſineſs, 
and one Aſ>by a Jeſuit here hail inftcudtions from him to proſecute che defign, and to 
treat with a Phyfician to poyſon the King , This the Prifuner approved of, and contri- 
buted toit. There were Commiilions (as I take ir) delivered from Ferryer 3 or by his 
hand ; that came from Foreign powers, Kir Henry Titchbwrn. was another that received 
and delivered Commiſhons, Pompone the French Gentleman, he maintains intelligence 
with him about this buſineſs, the Titular Archbiſhop of Debl:n,

There was likewiſe the Popes N#ncio (1 donot opentlie Tranſ:&ions of theſe inftruRi- 
ons) theſe particulars will be made out, not only by witnels Viva voce, and not fingle only, 
but by Letters of this Mr. Ceslemans own writing. Bur [ offer that to the conſideration 
of the Jury, Mr. Oates was the firft man,that we hear of, that diſcovered this Treaſon; he 
was the ſingle man that diſcovered fo many Ave Agents in fo gre.t a Treaſon, as this 
was, and it needeth to be well ſeconded, but, he being found to be but f11gle,the boldneſs 
and courage of theſe Complotters init grew g-eat theceupon, We know what ſoilomed.;

My Lord, you will hcar how active they have been, and-what infinuations they uſed 
for the perverting of particular perſon*. After ſome time ſpent in ſuch attempts , they 
quickly grew weary of that courſe ; though they got ſome Pr ofelytes, they were but few. 
S-me bodies, in whom there was a prediſpoſition of humors, were infeQed , but their 
Numbers were not great. They at laſt zefolve to take a more expeditious wayzfor in truth 
(my Lord)they could notfar preveil by the former. And 1 wiſh with all my heartgthat the 
Bodies of Proteſtants may be as much out of danger of the violence of their hatids as their 
underſtandigs wil: be cf the force of their Arguments, But (my Lord.) when this way 
would not take,they began then to confider they muſt throw at all at once.

Several other letters have been produced and read, which were written by Mr. Coleman to 
Monſieur Ferrier and others, a more particularly one letter dated Auguſt 21. 74. wrine® by 
Coleman to the popes internuntio as Bruſſels, wherein be ſays the deſign proſpered ſo well , 
that be doubted not but in little time #he buſineſs would be mannaged, to the utter ruine of the
